remarkable theory Mnking these 

people With an expedition that 

hed embarked from Wales morc 

than five hundred yeara = pre- 
viougly, 

It hag been sald that Jn‘ the 
carly part of the 14th century 
a certain Prince Madoc, or 
Madawe, left Wales in command 
of a fleet of ten ships and sct 
out across the western ocean, 
never to return to his mative 
land. The suggestlon is, that this 
fiect, or euch vessels as survived 
the crossing of the ' Atlantic, 
ultimately felched up im the 
Mississippi, on the banks of 
which the intrepid voyagers 
founded a sottlement. f 

According to the theory, this 
settlement prospered 50 well that 
i-aroused the joalousy and the 
enmity of Red Indian tribes in 
the area, and because of con- 
tinuing attacks the Welsh 
colonists were obliged 10 move 
ogaln and again—vp-river along 
the Mississippi _to its junction 
with the Ohio, There they were 
at longth absorbed by Indians, 
whe adopted many of thelr cus- 
toms, and out of the union there 
developed a distinctive group of 
mixed-bloods who came ta be 
known as the Mandans, a term 
which Catlin fancied might be a 
corruption of 'Madawgwys,” the 
name said to have been applicd 
in Wales to the followers of 
Prince Madawe, _

Whether Catlin was conrect 
or otherwise in this surmise, it 
appears to thave been the case 
that fortifications discovered 
along the Ohio and Miusslssippi 
Rivers by white men in after- 
years were decidedly at variance 
with mormal Redskin ‘practice 
in the arts of war, ‘and wore 
more In keoping with the Old 
World. 

Furthermore, when Catlin 
stayod with the Mandans (who 
by then wore located . away to 
the north-west in the reglan of 
the Upper Missouri), the found 
among them mdny astonishing 
fentures not ‘to be soon in other 

es, 

For example, their: complex- 
jons ware not Invariably 
coloured, nor their hair always 
black, There were ¢air-skinned 
persons among them,’ ord Catlin 
also observed among them 03 
many different colourg of hair as 
a group of Europeans could show. 
Grey cycs and even blue eycs 
were peculiar to some of the 
Mandans, too, though the tribe 
had not inter-bred’ with latter. 
day whlte settlers... For genera- 
Uons they had been surrounded 
by Red Indiens of unmixed 
b . : 


Another Mandan peculiarity 
was ihe type of river-boat used 


by this unique people of the 
Western wilds, clr ‘canoes’ 
wore quite different from those 


of all other tribes, They were’ 


made of rawhides, the skins of 
buffaloes, stretched around 4 
frame made of willow or other 
boughs—but they were almost 
round in shape, Nke a tub. 

They were exactly Uke the 
coracics associated from ancient 
times with Wales. 

The Mandans did nat lve in 
buffalo-skin tepees or tents, but 
in conical-shaped log-and-carth 
houses, Jai¢ out {in a. manner 
that indicated -a certain degree 
of ‘town-planning. Thelr villages 
were protected by oarthworks 
and stockades, Ther womenfolk 
were skilled in the potter's art, 
an unusual accomplishment 
among the ‘swages’ of the For 
West. The men lived by hunt- 
ing, fishing, and by agriculture 
(again, cultivation . of the soll 
was against the traditions of 
the normal run of Redskins), 
and they were not disposed to 
make war on others, though 
they were valiant fighters when 
attacked. 


Catlin in later investigations 
claimed there ‘were striking 
similarities between a variely of 
Mandan words he ‘had picked up, 
and corresponding-expressions in 
the old Welsh language, 
he subsequently studied. 

Not long atter George Catlin 
visited them, the Mandans were 
annibilated. A smallpox epidemic 
broke out amongst them, ravag- 
Ing them frightfully, If they had 
‘been able to move away from 
thelr village, which had become 
pest~holes, many might have sur- 
vived in {he clean, wholesome 
alr of ings, But, ag 
a crowning misfortune tn thelr 
Gesperate situation, they were 
vesleged and hammed-in 
warriors of a powerlul nation 
which had long eesented their 
presence on the Upper Missouri

Besides social position, Men- 
jdoza gathered a harvest of 
j wenth that many — present-day 

boxers would envy, even jin 
these days of inflation, Before 
{ he was 21 he had earned a purse 
(ot a thousand guineas. He-could 
pick up £50 a thme for public 
sparring exhibitions — and he 
did it pretly often. 

All this wealth and acclaim 
came to the lod from White- 
viipel Because he liked to Gght, 

Ne clauned, and others said 
of him, that he was a mild 
mannered child, This ts the 
record of Uhis shy boy ; 

Started work ut thirteen in the 
glazing trade. Lost job Jm- 
mediately because he thrashed 
the boss’s son, Went to worls in 
n gteengrocer’s and spent most 
of the time avenging insults to 
he owner’s wife, Got job in tes 
shop,. this time - defended the 
proprietcr against diMcult and 
dangerous customer, Became a 
salesman in a tobaccenist’s.

First Pro Fight 


One of the — appreciative 
spectators was Richard Hum- 
phreys, the well-known boxcr, 
who offered his ‘services as 
Mendoza's #8cond, A week later 
Mendoza, ‘a slightly built 16- 
year-old, fought his first pro- 
fessional fight and whipped one 
“Harry the Conlheaver" in forty 
minutes, : 

Hb continued ‘to fight pro- 
fessionally or for fun. at every 
opportunity, and when ‘he 7 
posed of “MartIn the Butcher” 
he-was established as one of the 
finest boxefa in the country. 

This, might have been his last 

fight. He was nov rich and, 
having > Just been married. he 
promised his bride he would 
fight no more. He mado one 
exeeption—a = fight with .Hum- 
phreys. 
* The two had become enemles. 
Mendoza had overtaken his early 
supporter = nnd Humphrey's 
jealousy-ended the friendship.

He got Humphreys Into the 
ring agaln dn 1789 and scored a 
elear win, and beat him agah 
in the following year. : 

In, 17931, Mendoza became 
champion of Britain. He then 
made u successful tour of Ire-

Bankrupt 

But the great days of Danicl 
Mendozg were coming to an end, 
If he made money fast, he spent 
it quicker in maintaining his 
high socal position, Jn 1792 he 
was In the bankruptcy court, 

He was still only 29 and stil 
British champion, But he .was 
out of luck—and out of friends, 

His end as a champlon came 
In 1795. John Juckson pounded 
him to defeat in 17. minutes.
